A home safe from fire de­ 
pends on good houseeeping to 
get rid of rubbish, the pm ner 
use of electrical fuses, applian­ 
ces and extension cords, and a 
constant a w aren ess of the w avs 
fires start and how to avoid 
them 
And the im portance of 
fire safety can’t be overem pha­ 
sized. because few things can 
cost you your home and one or 
m ore 
of 
vour 
family 
m ore 
quickly and tragically than a 
fire. 
October 9-15 is National Fire 
Prevention Week and a mighty 
good tim e to check on the fire 
safetv of your home and sur­ 
roundings. 
Does the construction in your 
prevent the spread of 
smoke 
home include built-in fire stops9 
These are barriers of wood or 
m asonry between studs, joists 
and rafters or stringers 
that 
prevent the spread of s moke 
and fire. Are solid 
doors i n 
use? An ordinary wooden door 
can keep smoke and fire out of 
a room for as long as 30 min­ 
utes. 
In the case of fire, are good 
escape routes available? 
The 
best exits lead directly outside, 
not through other rooms. Win­ 
dows should be large enough, 
and 
low 
enough, 
to 
climb 
through and operate easily 
enough for the youngest m em ­ 
ber of the family. 
Have you checked your wir­ 
ing lately? Was it installed or­ 
iginally by a qualified electri­ 
cian following the provisions of 
the national code for firesafe 
wiring? Wiring needs checking 
since power loads 
are 
being 
constantly changed with the ad­ 
dition of new appliances and 
equipm ent. 
With winter just around the 
corner, now is a good tim e to 
inspect the heating system and 
get it ready for the cold w eath­ 
er ahead. If flues or chim neys 
are used, they should also be 
checked for с racks 
or 
loose 
m ortar.

RhsH Greek Watershed 
Project Before Committee 


Word was received here this 
week that hte U. S. House Com­ 
m ittee on Public Works has ap­ 
proved the Rush Creek W ater­ 
shed project, and that the pro­ 
ject is now before the U. S. 
Senate com m ittee for final ap­ 
proval. 
The Rush Creek 
W atershed 
project is a plan 
to c ontrol 
Hooding, w atershed protection, 
and w ater m anagem ent. 
The 
w atershed 
will 
cover 
188,160 
acres 
in 
(’om anehe, 
E astland and Brown counties, 
with about 90^ of the acreage 
being in Comanche County. 
About 40r/f of the watershed 
is in cropland, 54C in 
grass­ 
land, and 6% in m iscellaneous 
land. 
Each 
year 
an 
average 
fo 
7,872 of these acres are flooded. 
The proposal for the project, 
which was prepared by the Up­ 
per Leon and Brown-Mills Soil 
and 
W ater 
Conservation 
Dis­ 
trict. calls for the installation 
of 
13 
floodwater 
retaining 
structures 
and 
one 
m ultipur­ 
pose structure. 
The Rush Creek 
W atershed 
Assn. with C. B. Williams, Jr., 
chairm an, and H. M. O'Brien, 
secretary, 
has 
worked 
m any 
years trying to get this project. 
If the Senate 
approves 
the 
plan, work will begin in 
the 
near future. The play proposes 
installing, in a five year period, 
a project for the protection and 
development of the w atershed 
at a total estim ated installation 
cost of $3,729,415 
The Government will 
share 
$961,153 of this cost
